This Account was again confirmed 


by two Letters from che faid Mr. 
Howard, the firſt dated Nov. the 
6th, 4 a Clock in the Afternoon; the 
Subſtance of which is, That from the 
4th Inſtant to the 6th he had deli- 
ver' d the Woman of three more Rab- 
bets ; that the laſt of them had leap'd 
in her Belly, for the ſpace of eighteen

was perceiv'd to ſtruggle for Birch.

Theſe Letters, with others to Perſons 
of Diſtinction in Town, which all 
agreed with the above-mentioned, 
were ſufficient to make me deſirous of 
being convinced perſonally of a Fact 
of which there was no Inſtance in Na- 
ture. Accordingly on the 15th In- 
ſtant, I attended the Honourable Mr. 
Molyneux, Secretary to his Royal 
Highneſs the Prince of Males, who 
was inclin d to enquire into the Truth 
of this extraordinary Caſe, and deſir d 
me to go with him to Guilford: We 
arrived there at abour half an hour af- 
ter two in the Afternoon. We ſent 
to Mr. Howard, who came to'us im- 
mediately, and told us that the Wo- 
man was actually in Labour of the 
fifteenth Rabbet.

She was lodged over againſt Mr. 
Howard's Houle, we found her dreſs'd 
in her Stays, fitting on the Bed-ſide 
with ſeveral Women near her, I im- 
mediately examined her, and not find- 
ing the Parts prepared for her Labour, 
I waited for the coming on of freſh 
Pains, which hapned in three or four 
minutes, at which time I deliver her 
of the entire Trunk, ſtrip d of its 
Skin, of a Rabbet of about four 
Months growth, in which the Heart 
and Lungs were contained with the 
Diaphragm entire. I inſtantly cut off 
a piece of them, and tried them in 
Pater; they ſeemed but juſt ſpecifically 
lighter than it, and Mr. Molyneux preſ-
